To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors 

of  the  Borough  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed. 

Mr  Mayor,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1941. 

The  birth-rate  this  year  is  higher  than  it  has  been  since  1929. 
The  rate  is  16.85,  compared  with  16.16  for  the  previous  year,  and 
compared  with  the  rate  of  14.2  for  England  and  Wales  for  1941. 

Infantile  mortality  is  60  per  1000  births,  as  compared  with 
30  for  the  previous  year,  and  59  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death-rate,  17.78,  is  the  highest  rate  since  1929,  but  is 
below  that  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was  12.9. 

There  has  been  an  idcrease  in  deaths  from  “Violent  Causes,” 
such  as  “war  operations”  and  motor  accidents,  from  heart  disease, 
cerebral  haemorrhage,  and  cancer.  While  cancer  continues  to  in- 
crease, it  may  be  noted  that  the  average  age  of  those  dying  from  this 
disease  during  the  year  was  66  years.  The  average  age  at  death 
from  all  causes  was  59  years  4 months. 

Of  the  total  deaths,  212,  no  less  than  12l,  or  57%,  were  of 
persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

No  deaths  have  occurred  from  infectious  disease,  other  than 
tuberculosis,  and  an  old  man  of  84  years  of  age  who  was  reported 
to  be  suffering  from  erysipelas  of  the  groin  and  broncho-pneumonia. 

80%  of  the  children  in  the  Borough  have  now  been  immunised 
against  diphtheria.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  the  complete  absence 
during  the  year  of  diphtheria  amongst  children  of  school  age  and 
under.  This  satisfactory  result  should  be  an  encouragement  to 
those  few  parents  who  have  not  yet  had  their  children  protected 
against  this  disease,  to  do  so.  Arrangements  have  been  made  so 
that  children  may  be  immunised  at  their  own  doctor’s  surgery.

The  population,  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the 
Borough  to  mid-year,  1941,  is  11,930, 


Births. 


The  births  allocated  to  the  Borough  by  the  Registrar-General 
numbered  201,  gi\ing  a birth-rate  of  16,85.  When  compared  with 
the  equivalent  figures  for  the  previous  year  (197  births  and  a rate 
of  16.16)  and  with  the  birth-rate  of  14.2  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1941,  this  year’s  Borough  birth  rate  may  be  considered  high. 

The  birth  rate  is  calculated  on  a population  of  11,930. 

There  were  16  illegitimate  births  (4  m.ales  and  12  females)  in  the 
total  of  201.  This  is  double  the  number  of  illegitimates  compared 
with  the  previous  year.

Deaths. 


The  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  Borough  is  212,  giving 
a death  rate  of  17.78,  as  compared  with  180  deaths  and  a rate  of 
13.29  for  the  previous  year. 

The  death-rate  of  1941  is  calculated  on  a population  of  11,930 
but  is  not  modified  by  any  standardising  factor  to  correct  the 
death  rate  on  account  of  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  our  popul- 
ation. 

From  the  total  deaths  assigned  to  the  Borough  by  the  Registrar 
General,  viz.,  215,  there  falls  to  be  deducted  2 deaths  belonging  to 
Scotland,  and  1 other — a Greek  merchant  seaman  cast  up  on  Ber- 
wick shore.

77  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified,  as  compared  with 
377  for  the  previous  year.  27  military  cases  were  also  notified. 

1 1 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  6 non-pulmonary  were 
also  notified. 

Diphtheria  immunisation. — The  scheme  for  the  immunisation 
of  children  against  diphtheria  commenced  in  July,  1940,  was  con- 
tinued during  the  year.  793  children  were  immunised,  which,  with 
the  784  immunised  in  1940,  makes  a total  of  1541,  or  89%  of  the 
total  children  on  the  school  registers. 

110  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  resident  within  the  Bor- 
ough were  immunised  at  the  Berwick  and  Tweedmouth  Child  Wel- 
fare Centres.  This  number,  together  with  those  immunised  in 
1939  aud  1940,  makes  a total  of  391,  or  47%  of  the  total  children 
under  5 years.  The  number  of  children  under  15  years  immunised 
privately  is  estimated  at  120. 

This  brings  the  total  number  of  children  immunised  to  2,052, 
or  80%  of  the  total  children  in  the  Borough  under  15  years. 

A record  of  every  child  immunised  has  been  made.  The  de- 
tailed arrangements  and  the  clerical  work  entailed  considerable  extra 
work  by  the  Public  Health  Department.

SeUion  B. — General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — As  mentioned  in  previous  reports, 
motor  ambulance  facilities  are  available  for  removal  of  infectious 
diseases  to  hospital,  and  of  accident  and  surgical  cases  to  infirmaries. 
The  latter  service—  that  of  removal  of  cases  to  the  local  infirmary, 
and  to  the  Edinburgh  and  Newcastle  Infirmaries — is  largely  taken 
advantage  of  both  by  people  resident  in  the  Borough  and  the  sur- 
rounding area. 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  Ambulance  Service  answered  227 
calls,  travelling  6,246  miles.  53  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
removed  to  and  from  the  Berwick  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 
From  Berwick  and  neighbouring  districts  174  private  patients  were 
removed  to  Berwick  Infirmary,  to  Berwick  Institution,  to  Edinburgh 
Infirmary,  to  Newcastle  Infirmary,  and  to  North  Shields  Hospital. 


Hospitals  and  Nursing. 

Hospitals. — No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  arrangements 
made  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

The  infectious  diseases  hospital  at  The  Greens,  Berwick,  was, 
on  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  removed  to  Marshall  Meadows  House, 
about  3 miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town.  This  substantially  stone- 
built  mansion,  with  several  large  commodious  rooms,  is  provided 
with  48  beds,  and  provides  suitable  and  sufficient  ward  accommoda- 
tion for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  the  various  infectious  diseases. 


Maternity  Nursing. — The  three  “ Queens  ” nurses  of  the 
Berwick  Ladies  District  Nursing  Association  continue  to  render 
valuable  service  to  the  community.  The  nurses  attended  at  179 
births  or  89.0%  of  the  total  births  of  the  Borough,  including  children 
born  of  evacuee  mothers,  and  still  births  occurring  during  the  year- 
Besides  the  maternity  work,  the  nurses  als3  attended  230  medical 
and  67  surgical  cases.  The  number  jf  visits  to  patients  (other  than 
military)  were  8,205,  articles  of  clothing  given  to  patients,  159,  and 
the  issues  of  nursing  appliances  was  81.  The  work  of  the  '^Queens 
Nurses”,  which  has  been  going  on  quietly  and  efficient^  for  many 
years,  is  a very  valuable  contribution  to  the  health  services  to  the 
Borough,  and  work  which  cannot  be  too  highly  praised.

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Water  Supply, — The  new  borehole  at  Murton  was  completed 
towards  the  end  of  1941,  and  the  trial  pumping  shewed  the  bore 
capable  of  giving  over  18,000  gallons  per  hour.  It  was  anticipated 
that  15,000  gallons  per  hour  would  be  obtained.  This  bore  is  500 
feet  deep.  Another  bore,  to  be  used  as  an  alternative  supply,  has 
been  sunk  at  Thornton  Mains,  about  half-a-mile  west  of  the  Murton 
bore,  and  trial  pumping  has  shewn  it  capable  of  giving  a similar 
quantity  of  water  to  the  Murton  bore.  The  supply  from  each  of 
these  two  bores  on  24  hours  pumping  is  estimated  at  360,000  galls. 

The  springs  at  Dock  Road  give  240,000  gallons  per  day,  and 
the  bore  there  is  capable  of  giving  144,000  gallons  per  day. 

Our  present  water  requirements  are  between  400,000  and 
500,000  gallons  per  day.  So  that  with  either  the  Murton  or  Thorn- 
ton bores  and  the  springs  supply  at  the  Dock  Road,  our  present 
needs,  and  for  some  years  ahead,  can  be  readily  met.

The  number  of  cows  in  the  dairy  herds  towards  the  end  of  last 
year  was  130,  compared  with  125  the  previous  year. 

The  cowkeepers  continue  to  pay  attention  to  the  general  clean- 
liness of  the  byres  and  milk  utensils.  42  visits  were  made  to  the 
cowsheds,  and  the  usual  minor  contraventions  found  (seep.  13)  were 
promptly  attended  to.  30  visits  were  paid  to  milkshops  and  other 
dairy  premises.
